The house com- 
mittee on banking and currency, to 
which falls the duty to originate the 
legislation to follow repeal, met this 
morning, but at once adjourned for one 
week. It is learned that the President 
and Secretary Carlisle expressed a wish 
that all remedial legislation be post- 
poned till the repeal bill has actually 
passed the senase. There is no doubt 
tiiR committee intends to follow this 
suggestion. The object is to put spurs 
to the senate by concentrating public at- 
tention on it. The house will keep the 
road clear for the immediate considera- 
tion ot the repeal as it conies from the 
senate. 


During a meeting of the senate com- 


mittee on finance this morning there 
was an informal discussion of the policy 
to bo pursued with reference to tbe 
measures now before the senate which 
have been reported by this committee. 
Henator Vooniees announced his deter- 
mination to push the repeal bill as 
rapidly as psssible and indicated that 
this lie done at least for the present 
without reference to the other bills 
which the committee had under consid- 
eration. 


This is taken to mean that whatever 


truth there may be in the rumor that 
Ihe administration has other financial 
plans brewing or that Voorheos himself 
is anxious to ser.ims other legislation, 
all these schemes will be at least tem- 
(Hjrarily held aloof and the repeal bill 
iriven undivided attention. 


Senator.Harris also made an import- 


ant announcement iu the meeting on 
behalf, it is- supposed, of the opponents 
of the repeal bill. This was to the 
effect that hereafter it would be his pur- 
pose: to demand at all times that there 
slinll be quorum in the senate. This 
aunoniicment is supposed to have origi- 
nated in the state of affairs discovered in 
the senate, yesterday.

:md said hu had tolti people that it made 
no difference which party succeeded, 
the, result would be the same—the power 
and patronage of the administration 
would be used to destroy silver, llcfer- 
ring to tlie Sherman act, Stewart said 
notwithstanding the numerous viola- 
tion? oi it by the executive department 
it had added $150,000,000 of .legal tender 
money to the currency of ihe countrv. 
There was no evidence that the Slicr- 
man act bad, up to this time, inflicted 
any injury upon the country. 
The 


bankers' panic, he said, was inaugurated 
t o force congress to demonet ize silver. 


There is an honest remedy, he said,for 


Ihe {present condition, and that is to re- 
store silver. If that cannot be done, 
utilize, the silver in the treasury bv issu- 
ing silver certificates. A dishonest rem- 
edy to relieve the distress is to pass the 
repeal hill; to ratify and sanctify the 
infamous act of 1S7S that fastened a per- 
petual gold standard upon the country. 
The creditor clause has already doubled 
the value of gold, and by so doing had 
doubled tbe obligations .of the debtors. 
This revolutionary move is dangerous 
for capital to engage in, and he appealed 
to the senate, toTiaten to the voice of the 
people and to turn a deaf ear to the sub- 
sidi/ed press and banker's petitions, ex- 
torted from their trembling debtors. 


It was tbe duty of every senator who 


loves his country, said Stewart, to resist 
bv every parliamentary means the per- 
petuation of the great wrong which 
would he done if the repeal bill passed. 
The great journals of New York say, 
"Vote first, debate afterwards." We 
notify,them now that the fort occupied 
by tt;e defenders of the people will 
never be surrendered, said Stewart. 
ArmieS'of avarice, fraud and deception 
must take it if they can.

RIOTOUS MINERS. 


Troops are Called Out to Restore 


Quiet and Peace. 


LONDON, September 5.—Reports tli 


evening show that additional and seri- 
ous demonstrations are being made by 
the striking coal miners. At Chester- 
field and IJarhyahire di=order3 are par- 
ticularly violent, and troops, the Sixth 
Dragoon Guards and a company of Irish 
fusilliers were sent there to help restore 
Sace. When the fusilliers arrived at 


lesterfield they found that the mob of 


riotous miners had possession of the col- 
liery premises. The riotora were dis- 
persed. Thu people in the town are 
in a state of panic over the actions of 
the strikers. Troops will remain to pre- 
vent further disorder. 


Serious riots occurred tonight in 


Yorkshire. 
Several colliery buildings 


were sacked and burned. Troops .were 
called to disperse - the>.rioters and to 


A miners' riot'S^^cciirred at Tram- 


ble, Wales, this evening, and the aid of 
troops and cavalry was necessary to 
suppress it. 


Cleveland.—A mob of between 303 and 


400 street laborers who are. out of em- 
ployment caused no end of excitement 
and trouble in the soutlieitstern part of 
the citv today. The leaders of the mob 
went Hungarians and Poles who had re- 
fused to acnept a reduction of wa^es 
made, by a paving contractor. 
Men at 


work on sewer and street improvements 
were ordered to quit, and when they did 
not do so they were assaulted with clubs 
and stones. Joseph liailey, city in- 
spector, was beaten to insensibility. At 
4 o'clock a collision occurred l>etween 
the rioters and police and four of the 
ring leaders, all Hungarians, were ar- 
rested and placed in jail.

Law of Their Own. 


ST. PAL-I., September G.—Hunter-Cor— 


bett of dice Foo,- China, who has been 
a missionary for thirty years and is now 
on hia way back, to China after a visit to 
the World's Fair, says concerning the 
effect of the Geary law in China: 


"The Chinese are only, waiting to see 


whether or not this country intends to 
enforce the law. If it is enforced they 
will simply retaliate by sending all the 
Americans out of that country, and that 
will be'all there is to it.

and a number of trunks had been broken 
open and robbed. 


The Chinamen state that, thev were 


robbed of $750 from the trunks "besides 
money taken from them amounting to 
over $2000. 


Vinzent, the leader, is n native of the 


Azores Islands and is foreman of the 
old Stroud vineyard four miles east of 
Selma. The plot was hatched in that 
locality and nearly all the men engaged 
in it were from "that locality, though 
most of them are foreigners to the 
count ry. 


Of the eleven men arrested six were 


taken before Justice E, W. Weare and 
live before Justice V. I. Willis, on a 
charge of misdemeanor in rioting. 


Vinzent furnished the required bfl'il of 


$500, as did some of the others and 
the remainder were lodged in jail- 


It is stated that Constable W. M. 


.Spencer and his deputy, W. J. Bern-, 
and City Marshal II. P. Gay have done 
what they could to prevent and suppress 
this outbreak,but were out numbered. 


It is paid that the property holders of 


Selma are becoming interested in put- 
ting an end to this sort uf lawless work, 
now that they have awoke to the fact 
that the city will be held liable for the 
damages and the taxpayers are likely to 
be called upon to make good the losses.

he greatest capital of all toward the 
ci]uisilioii of wealth, 
utterly ij-nurant."

We have 


cached a point in industry where credit 
s greater in volume and inure import- 
ant than at any former period. 


During the centuries which have de- 


veloped credit to its preseut proportions, 
the system has been and now is based 
uponusui'y; that is, it has been and is 
entirely a credit extended by individuals 
•>r corporations for interest, and never 
ias been a system, of national co-opera- 
tive credit extended by tbe nation with- 
out interest. 


Now we have this individual system 


jf private, credits, based upon usury, 
and we have its results. It is eitlier 
right or wrong, true or false, good or 
md. If it is morally wrong, it is scien- 
tifically wrong, and legally wrong. 


The whole system of credit or cur- 


rency is so allied with usury (interest on 


"..j that at the very threshold we 


must'examinethia question. Is usury 
right? The school of Mammon say?, 
'yes." 
Many modern writers 
say, 
;iyes." But the precepts deemed divine 
jv the great mass of interest takers say, 
'no," and the sages of the ago say, 
''no." 


If the ancient precepts against usury 


ire divine, it is because they are true. 
The divinity of a precept lies in its truth. 
All truth is scientific; all truth is nior- 
illy binding. The divine truth of any 
[irecept can he proved by the result of 
violating the sanu: ]>ersistently. If such 
•iolation produce good results and is 
bene.fu-.ial to the masses of the people, 
to society at targe in a national sense, 
the preue'pt is nut true, for, "By their 
Fruits ye shall know them.". 


As 'has been said elsewhere, "If a 


people have wise laws, in accordance 
with science and the great moral max- 
ims, there will be general justice ami 
the fruit will be good. But if injustice, 
poverty, shame, crime, insanity, luxury 
for the few and toil and despair for the 
..mny, result from onr laws, then the 
fruit is evil, the tree is corrupt. Moses 
asserts that tlie laws given by him were 
by command of the Divine Being: that 
,.pon usury is as follows: "Thou shall 
not lend upon usury to thy brother, 
usury of money, usury of victuals,usury 
of anything that is lent upon usury." 


Thi? law was not ceremonial, hence 


not transitory. If founded on eternal 
justice, and to prevent L-oeiul and indus- 
trial evils and disorders, it is binding 
upon every age and nation, just as much 
as the laiv aga nst incest. In ils na- 
tional operation the "brother" was tlie 
national brotherhood, and its force is 
not limited by tlie permission to accept 
usury from "strangers." That, word is 
in the -English version, used by the 
Jews, rendered "alien" or "foreigner.'1^ 
The permission to accept interest of an 
alien was founded upon the fact that an 
alien in those times borrowing money 
without security and passing to his own 
nation, left no legal

E. Wil- 
liams, one of the workingmeii.

In the beginning the unemployed 


were fed without any equivalent being 
exacted from them. Like an inspiration 
il occurred to the committee that the 
men could he put to work denning the 
streets of weeds and rubbish. The sug- 
gestion was made to tlie men, and they 
seemed only too glad to do something to 
earn tlie food they were getting. 


The report o£ Secretary Parsons shows 


that the free labor bureau was opened 
on August 14th and closed on September 
1st. 
During that time 1004 men regis- 


tered, every one of whom was provided 
vith work by the bureau, nearly all of 
hem going on the vineyards. 
The meals provided by tlie bureau 


lumber 4003. Of these all but 770 
ncals, which were served at the Ala- 
iinlii restaurant, were free. At the la- 
bor bureau 3S5 meals were given free of 
ill charge, and 1GS2 meals \\ere given in 
return for work on tlie streets. Charles 
['invrey donated 306 free meals and the 
Presbyterian ladies 360. The money 
collected for the relief of the men 
iniounted to $275.80, 


The. number of men at work on the 
reets as reported to the bureau hy 


Street Superintendent Bilby was as fol- 
ows: August 24th, 130 uion; 25th, 101; 
4itli,i:t4;2Bth,74;20tli, 51; 30th, 40; 
31sL, 19; total 549. Each of them re- 
ceived two meal tickets. 


Mr. Bilby states tliat about three- 


quarters of the streets and alleys of the 
city have been cleared ot grass, weeds 
and rubbish of various kinds and in con- 
sequence present a neat appearance. In 
two more days all tlie streets would have 
been cleaned", but the men had all gone 
to work on the vineyards by the 1st. Of 
the large number of men employed on 
the streets Mr. Tiilby says very few 
proved to be skulkers. 


Our citizens ' deserve 
the gruatast 


credit for the eflieitmct manner in which 
the. labor question was settled. 
The 


responses to requests for help were 
liberal and it is satisfactory to know that 
with few exceptions the unemployed 
who became our charge were deserving 
of aid. The men were a good natured 
and industrious lot and Mr. Parsons 
says that, there were many instances 
where the more fortunate divided their 
meal tickets with the less lucky. 


There is no doubt Ilia*, the prompt ac- 


tion of our people in coming to the as- 
sistance of the unemployed as they did 
averted trouble of a serious nature and 
the city has received many commenda- 
tions for its way of dealing with its 
labor question from the state press. The 
unremitting work of Alexander Gold- 
stein, W. B. Parsons, Colonel Wilkins 
of the Spectator and others deserves the 
greatest praise. 


Los AXOELES, September 4.—"When

Ham Books, Not Old Oiies, Are Valuable. 


Age only gives value to comparatively 


few boots. Hundreds of volumes print- 
ed in tho seventeenth century are to be 
had at our secondhand shops at prices 
ranging from 10 to 25 centsapiece, and the 
average vellum of 850 years ago is \vorth 
SO per cent less in the market today than 
is one of Hawthorne's or of "Whittier's 
cunning little first editions printed be- 
tween 1888 aud 1843. Going over an 
English catalogue a few days ago, wo 
mado a nots of the prices of items bear- 
ing dates from 1490 to 1510 and found 
that the 16 volumes offered for sale 
could be had for $5.92, about 35 cents 
apiece. Not long ago, here in Chicago, 
a 24 volume edition of llelancthon print- 
ed in Amsterdam in 1660 was sold to the 
Armour Institute library for $5. By ac- 
tual weight and by actual measurement 
(for they were monstrous folios in dou- 
ble tliick vellum) they were cheaper 
than coal by tho ton or wood by the 
cord.—Chicago Record.

In such 
cases, if comfort is to IK.'expected, only 
tho most supple and yif \\r.g quality 
lliould be worn. At tlio tame time, of 
course, it should bo waterproof ami 
durable. These qualities, so far as we 
have been able to ju&ge, belong in a sat- 
isfactory degree to art interesting and 
new material called "flesua fibra." It 
appears to be a Has derived material, 
suitably prepared and oiled, so that to 
nil appearance it is leather. It is par- 
ticularly supplo and flexible and takes 
a polish equally well with the best kinds 
of calf. 


We have recently had occasion to wear 


a boot of which the "vamp" or cut front 
section consists entirely of fleius fibra 
and havepurposolyfiubrnittedit to some- 
what undno strain, in spite of which no 
cracking of the material was perceived, 
while the sense of comfort to the foot 
was very evident. Floxus fibra, being n 
material of vegetable origin, is calculated 
also to facilitate free ventilation and 
thereby to obviate the discomfort arising 
from what is called "drawing" tho feet.

for the last sis mouths in your city, ac- 
cused of being seen with the man, Mr. 
Heath, that it has pleased some of the 
Fresno people to accuse of murdering 
Mr. McWhirter. It set-ins strange to 
the people here that these men weVo not 
arrested nt once after the deed was com- 
mitted, the circumstances connected 
with the case being the same then thai 
they were six months later, except the 
rewards not being offered. 


We wero pleased to see in a paper sen 


us that you have one man, Mr. Lane, 
who out of twelve was brave and Jionesl 
enough to stand alone mid declare whai 
lift Iwliercd to be the truth, showing thai 
the liberty to know, to utter und to ar- 
gue freely according to the dictates of 
conscience he prized above all othei 
Hbertit'S. We hope and pray that the 
jurymen who have our sun's weal 01 
woe in their hands may be of Mr. Lane's 
stamp—an honor to themselves and 
their city. Tt is such men as Mr. Lane 
that keep up the prestige of the place 
that is fortunate enough to call them 
citizens.
